The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
show or fairly suggest a method of processing data within a teletext sequence having the 
combination as claimed, including determining a phase of a run-in burst within the teletext 
sequence, identifying a location of a framing code within the teletext sequence and validating the 
teletext sequence, as recited in claim 1 .
